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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


On behalf of the Stark Volunteer Fire Department, | would 
like to thank the towns people for appropriating the fifteen hun- 
dred (1500.00) dollars last year. This money bought protective 
gear to outfit every person on the fire department. We bought 
thirteen (13) new hats, ten (10) new fire coats, and fourteen (14) 
new pairs of boots, which were very much needed. 


| hope the fire department can get an appropriation of money 
this year to buy more fire fighting equipment. Some of this 
equipment will be a 1949 Dodge pumper which will be on display 
in front of the town hall on town meeting day. Also, we need 
more one and one-half (1%’’) inch and two and one-half (2’”) 
inch hose and nozzles, a folding portable water tank for use with 
the pumper, and breathing apparatus for entering smoke filled 
buildings. 


We have put a lot of time and money into the Dodge power 
wagon the town acquired from Civil Defense last year. We also 
had to replace the engine in the tanker, which we were lucky 
enough to get at a reasonable price. 


We have erected a building to be used as a fire station, thanks 
to James C. Wemyss, Jr., for donating most of the material. He 
gave us an old loading dock at Northumberland; we dismantled 
it, moved it to Stark, and erected a 38 ft. by 40 ft. building. 
Thanks to Osias Martin for donating a hot air heating system, we 
are able to keep the building heated. Also thanks to Maynard 
Knapp for donating some lumber. The Fire Department installed 
the entrance box and wiring, and insulated the building, all at no 
cost to the town. 


We are planning to have an open house at the fire station on 
town meeting day. You are welcome to come in, look the building 
and equipment over, and we will be glad to answer any questions 
you might have. 


We were called to eight fires in Stark, and one in West Milan. 
Included is a list of fires and charges paid by the town to the 
Stark Volunteer Fire Department.

DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
ANNUAL REPORT 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the 
State of New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has 
created a forest fire prevention and suppression program that is 
recognized as superior throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state 
and local community governments have worked together to pre- 
vent and combat forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester to 
work with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. 
State funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest fire sup- 
pression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, within 
pay rates established by the Governor and Council. State funds 
matched by local funds are used to purchase hand tools to sup- 
press forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in forest fire 
prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with 
snow, is permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from 
your local Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a 
permit when one is required is a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


One of the most noticeable changes in the Stark Village School 
this year was the change in personnel, including Mrs. Sandra Cross, 
as teacher aide and tutor, and Mrs. Judith Merriam, as Title | 
teacher. The supporting role of these two positions provides an 
important academic service to the school’s daily program for a 
number of children. In addition to Title | services for children in 
the grades needing tutoring in special subjects, Mrs. Merriam 
teaches a pre-school program under the Title | project, which 
provides an important educational advantage for the children 
when they enter first grade. Mrs. Cross’ experience as a public 
librarian is a valuable asset to the schools educational program. 


In addition to the Title | program, two other sources of federal 
financial assistance have made a significant impact on the school. 
The Title 1V project is used to provide books, filmstrips, tapes, 
records, and other audio-visual and library oriented materials. An 
extensive record collection was acquired with these funds last 
year, and a broad selection of interesting reading material was 
purchased this year to supplement the school’s library resources. 
In a separate federally funded project, a complete updating of 
kitchen equipment took place. The old stove and oven, refrigera- 
tor, chest freezer, and an assortment of smallwares including pots, 
pans, trays, and utensils, were placed in the Town Hall for com- 
munity use, while a complete replacement of those items was 
made over the Christmas vacation. 


A prolonged dry spell in the fall, which reduced the water 
volume in many wells and water supply sources across New Hamp- 
shire and other New England states, did not leave the Stark 
School well unaffected. The staff, school children, and town hall 
users (who share the same well source) had to exercise care in 
conserving water until late autumn rains brought the water table 
back to normal. 


Since the state board of education mandated an accountability 
program, a committee of teachers, administrators, school board 
members, citizens, and students has been working out the details 
to implement accountability procedures to measure English and 
Language Arts, United States History, New Hampshire History, 
and Mathematics in grades 4, 8, and 12. The accountability pro- 
ject will identify how well learning goals are being met in those 
subjects and grades, report annually to the public the academic 
growth, and make ongoing recommendations for continued im- 
provement of learning in these basic academic skills. 
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The school’s academic program continues to provide a strong 
focus in basic learning skills and essential needs in reading, math, 
social studies, science, and other curricular areas. The upper grades’ 

science program, in fact, provides the children with an outstand- 

ing preparation for science courses they will be taking in their 
high school years. Of special interest this year has been the study 
of an important and difficult piece of classic English literature: 
Shakespear’s play ‘‘MacBeth”. Equally intense in.learning diffi- 
culty has been the reading in the works of J. R. R. Tolkien’s 
“The Hobbit” and ‘The Ring Trilogy’. Works of literature of this 
calibre and quality introduce the children to a level of learning 
that provokes a life-long appreciation of our cultural and literary 
heritage. 


Nor have the introduction of classics and the intensive science 
program been only a matter of superficial enrichment. The overall 
learning abilities of the children school-wide have averaged a 
growth of thirteen months’ range in a ten-month school year, a 
twenty-three percent increase over normal growth rates. The ap- 
plication of basic skills clearly supports the full range of the 
academic growth of the students: respect for and appreciation of 
learning result. 


Throughout the school year, the interest and cooperation of 
everyone in the community - parents, staff, school board mem- 
bers, and citizens - have done much to make the school a source 
of pride and an important influence in the lives of the children. 
The administration extends its gratitude for the continued support 
of our goals and programs.

SUMMARY OF ESP ACTIVITIES 1978 
(January - June) 


When funded by the National Institute of Education (NIE) the 
local Experimental Schools (ES) project was charged with the 
development of a community centered school which: 


(a) utilizes available human and natural resources to foster posi- 
tive attitudes toward learning; 


(b) Provides individuals with the basic psychomoter skills which 
will enable them to realize personal goals; and 


(c) utilizes community resource facilities as a basis for lifetime 
learning Opportunities. 


NIE funding of the local ES project terminated as of July 1st, 
1978. 


In 1978 the onus was upon Union 58 schools to infuse ES pro- 
ject activities and programs into local curricula. The project’s sole 
responsibility in 1978 was to monitor and document this on-going 
process of infusions; to determine how local schools best utilize 
opportunities for change which are made available to them. 


CAREER/VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


From 1973-1978 the project staff and local teachers developed 
a total of 114 Career Awareness Program (CAP) QUICK CARDS. 
These lessons and unites provided the basis for K-12 students’ 
career awareness - exploration - skills development. 


Instructional materials were purchased and placed in class- 
rooms and in resource room facilities established by ESP at the 
several schools. These materials are available for teacher/student 
use On a continuous basis. 


Community resource people have gone into Union 58 class- 
rooms as guest speakers - to discuss their careers and occupations 
with students. Community resource sites have been used as stu- 
dent skills development worksites and for field trips. Resource 
people have taught mini courses and supervised students’ training 
at worksites. 
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LANGUAGE ARTS 


The ES project purchased the Scott, Foresman leveled reading 
series which became the basis of the K-6 reading program. 


The ES project developed basic communications skills list 
which was revised at Groveton Elementary School and is being 
used as the basis for a continuous, integrated, and sequential 
curriculum. 

Instructional materials were purchased and placed in class- 
rooms and in resource room facilities established by ESP at the 
several schools. 


Three issues of Kid’s Corner were published from January-May 
1978. The January issue displayed the creative talents of grades 
one through three students at the Stark Village School, the March 
issue was for Groveton Elementary School students alone, and 
the May issue was done by K-6 students at the Stratford School. 


ENVIRONMENTAL/OUTDOOR EDUCATION 


From 1973-1978 the project staff and local teachers developed 
a total of one hundred and twenty-five Student Environmental 
Awareness (SEA) QUICK CARDS. These lessons and units provid- 
ed the basis for K-12 students’ awareness and exploration of the 
life space environment. 


Instructional materials were purchased and placed in classrooms 
and in resource room facilities established by ESP at the several 
schools. 

Weekend camping and hiking equipment was purchased by 
ESP and turned over to the high school outing clubs for their use. 


Students have been taken on field trips for purposes of expo- 
sure to the community environment. Resource people have 
visited classrooms as guest speakers. 


REPORTS 


From January-June 1978 several reports were developed for the 
Superintendent of Schools, the ESP COUNCIL, and the several 
district school boards. 


These reports have provided information re: how to inftse 
career education and environmental education into the curriculum.
